ONE WITH NATURE 
Among the healthiest and most 
understanding of human beings are 
those who have breathed into their 
lungs the wholesome breath or at­ 
mosphere of Nature—in a sense be­ 
coming one with Nature. 
There is a spiritual ecstacy in 
the sincere love and appreciation 
that one has toward the smallest 
singer of the wild, or toward so many 
of the gentle inhabitants that haunt 
the stream and forest. There is a 
silent understanding that is like 
an unspoken language between those 
who commune with the out-of-doors 
and those who have always had 
it as their habitation. 
The small red squirrel who stands 
on his hind legs with his forepaws 
folded to his breast in hovering 
fashion intrigues me, as he sits be­ 
fore me, questioning, 
tossing his 
head, perhaps, or scolding in his 
squirrel manner. His world is Just 
as big as mine and—to him —Just 
as important, but who can fathom 
the difference? 
There is not a single unhappy 
bird about my island Summer home. 
They all sing and fly from place 
to place, and nervously live. Yet 
everything they do is natural and 
In keeping with the area th a t they 
most love. They are one with all 
Nature, no m atter where they choose 
to build their home or to play out 
their life. 
There is a natural fear th a t all 
birds have for hum an beings, yet 
Jack Miner so loved his ducks and 
geese and wild fowl th a t hundreds 
of thousands came yearly to his 
sanctuary in Kingsville, O ntario— 
and so confident were they of his 
trust and understanding of them 
that when injured they would fly to 
his place and he would heal their 
hurts and set them free again! For 
fifty years he got closer and closer 
to the understanding of these birds, 
and became more and more one with 
them, and they knew it. 
Said Thoreau: "I love the birds 
and beasts because they are m ythol­ 
ogically in earnest. I see th a t the 
sparrow cheeps and flits and sings 
adequately to the great design of 
the universe: th a t man doe not 
communicate with it, understand 
its language, because he is not one 
with Nature.”
